GETTING MOST 


OUT OF CRYSTAL 


BY R. It. DUNCAN. 


Director, Radio Institute of America. 


It is often difficult for the 
ama- 


teur to find the sensitive spot on his 
crystal detector. 


By using a simple high frequency 


buzzer and a small ordinary dry cell 
It is easy to adjust the fine wire on 
the selective spot of the galena. 


On the diagram, 2 represents the 


buzzer, B the battery, K the small 
koy and D, the detector. 


This key may be made of a small 


piece Of sheet brass. A small round- 
piece of wood and a stiff, springy 
headed brass tack is used for the 
contact point driven into one end of 
the wood. 


A small knob is fitted on one end 


of the spring as a push button and 
the other end is fastened to the 
wooden base, at a point opposite the 
brass tack. 


When a contact is made by press- 


ing the spring down to the tack 
head, the circuit is closed and the 
bazzer vibrates.

BUeZBK HOOK-UP TO TKST 


CRYSTAL. 


Adjust the fine catwhisker 
wire 


leading to the galena while the bus- 
zer Is vibrating until the sound Is 
heard In the head phones. 


By picking around in this manner 


you will be able to locate the best 
spot on the galena. After this point 
Is 
found 
immediately release the 


buzzer current, although the bu«er 
circuit does not have to be discon- 
nected from the set. 


Do no: touch the surface of the 


galena 'with your bare hands. When 
the galena seems lifeless, wash it 
with alcohol or file the surface with 
a medium groove file.

Bloomlngton 
Bulletin: The old- 


time rivalry 
between Blooming-ton 


and Decatur has lost most of its 
teeth. 
When the two towns were 


running neck and neck on popula- 
tion in the census returns, they used 
to growl at each other and snap and 
snarl on every subject In which both 
were interested. If Decatur said to 
Bloomington "You're a son of a gun," 
th'en 
Bloomlngton 
w o u l d 
reply: 


"You're another." And so It went.' 


Finally the guys In the census bu- 


reau at Washington came out and 
said that Decatur was bigger than 
Bloomington. While you can't yet 
get anybody in Bloomington to admit 
that the guys are right, still the an- 
nouncement seemed to calm much of 
the trouble, and now both towns 
admit that both towns are pretty 
good places to live. 


But here's where Bloomlngton put 


ono over on Decatur: 


Decatur and Macon county started 


out to raise a sum of $400,000 for 
Millikln university at about the same 
time that Bloomington and McLean 
county started to raise {G50.000 for 
Wesleyan. 


Decatur and Macon county strug- 


gled along till they raised a total of 
some $275,000 and there the drive 
halted. All the pledges were condi- 
tional on raising the full sum of 
$400,000, and therefore with a short- 
age of ?125,000 In the effort, it look- 
ed as If the whole p/oposition was 
going to fall down. The situation on 
the MllHkln fund remained in that 
condition for some months. Then 
last week the trustees of the James 
Millikin estate announced a gift of 
$125,000 for the fund. That made up 
the deficit In the goal to be reached, 
and assured to the university a total 
endowment 
of 
something 
like 
a 


million. 


But the fact remaii ed that tho 


people of Decatur and Macon county 
did not do -what was expected of 
them, and so far as they wore con- 
cerned, the Millikln university could 
go broke. 


Compare that result with the local 


effort here for Wesleyan. The goal 
set here last June was $650,000, but 
Inside of thirty days, by an Inten- 
sive drive, not only was the goal 
reached and passed, but the total 
sum pledged was $720,000, in addi- 
tion t0 a gift of $150,000 from John 
McBarnes and wife for a memorial 
building, which was a direct result 
of the Wesleyan campaign. 


Hence Bloomington and McLean 


county may perhaps envy Decatur 
Its ability to build a dam and get 
factories and things, but when It 
comes to a real job like raising three 
quarters of a million for a local 
school, Decatur will have to hand It 
to us folks up here.

Stroking consists of a gentle sed- 


ative movement 
with 
fingers 
or 


palms. Friction is a heavy stroking, 
using the balls of the thumb and fin- 
gers. The first relieves nervousness; 
the second is 
good 
for 
stagnant 


blood vessels. 


Kneading is an alternate compres- 


sion and lifting of the tissues—not 
letting the hand slide over the sur- 
face as In the other movements, but 
remaining in one place. 


Vibration it don* with the finjrers. 


tips or with electric vibrators. 
It 


and the kneading are good stimu- 
lants for those who, need a stirring 
up of the digestive and eliminating 
systems. 


Joint movements are used in final 


stages of 
treatment 
for 
arthritic 


troubles, such •» rheumatism. 


For constipation due to sluggish- 


ness, the kneading and 
friction of 


tha abdomen, beginning at the right 
hip, passing upward, toward the ribs 
across to the left side and then down 
to the pelvis, is quite effective.
